Please replace paragraph [0026] with the following rewritten paragraph: 
[0026] In general, these highly-thermally-conductive polymer materials can be either 
electrically conduciv e c onductive or electrically non-conductive. In general, the 
olocticall yelectricallv -conductive highly-thermally-conductive polymer materials are more 
thermally conductive than the electrically-non-conductive highly-thermally-conductive 
polymer materials. Because these highly-thermally-conductive polymer materials are being 
used in close proximity to minatur e miniature electrical circuits in the fluid ejector head, 
using electrically-conductive highly-thermally-conductive polymer materials may cause 
strange or improper behavior in the electrical circuits. Thus, an insulation layer between the 
fluid ejector head and the heat sink may be provided when electrically-conductive highly- 
thermally-conductive polymer materials are used.
